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1.1.  This  is  an  Action  Request.  See  paragraphs  2-4. 

1.2 . The  Department's  Office  of  Defense  Trade  Controls 
Compliance  (PM/DTCC)  requests  post's  assistance  in  conducting 
a pre-license  check  on  application  050131468  for  the  export 
of  C-130  aircraft  parts  to  Spain.
